Ms. Heinz gave an
overview of the staff report dated November 28, 2012 and the specific standards for granting
variances in the Critical Area and the 100-foot Critical Area Buffer. Ms. Heinz submitted the staff
report for the record, hereby labeled as Exhibit 2 by the Recording Secretary.

Robert Trautman, for the Applicant, was sworn for the record. Mr. Trautman gave an overview of
the requested variance stating the replacement dwelling will be an improvement to the
neighborhood.
